2. The SRS, on the other hand, was created in order to remedy 
what was felt to be a lack of attention on the part of the US Government 
to basic and operational research on and speculative study of International 
Communism. The scope of the inquiry is broad, covering Communist 
thought, strategy, capabilities and world organization. It includes such 
activities as the formulation and testing of hypotheses as to the present 
and probable future courses of Communist action and of the Communist 
apparatus, reflection on the strength and weakness of Communist ideology 
character and behavior. It seeks to appraise the susceptibilities of 
different societies to Communism, and give consideration to Communist 
policies toward the US and other non -Communist countries from which may 
arise proposals for US action. The staff officers of SRS are expected not 
so much to secure more information on Communist development as to 


provd.de penetrating insights Into the nature of the Communist phenomena, 
greater perspective in judging their probable evolution and more originality 
in the consideration of the means of countering Communism. Thus the 
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activities of the staff of SRS deliberately extend beyond the limits of the 
intelligence function by concentrating on a combination of intelligence 
evaluations and speculations on policy within the broad but by no mean® 
all-embracing subject matter characterised above.
